Shortly after paul Hendricksen 
started across the cables Monday 
morning the snowstorm began.

Their father, Maurice Barrymore 
—“a glorious creature,” John re­ 
members him — became a newspa­ 
perman in London after failing an

| service. Husky and athletic, he spent 
'-his time between journalism and 
boxing and almost became a profes­ 
sional boxer, which woud have dis­ 
graced the family name of Blythe. 
“So he went into the theatre in­ 
stead,” John relates with sardonic 
humor, “where he did disgrace it. 
He took his mother's maiden name 
of Barrymore to protect the name of 
Blythe. An old actor named Barry­ 
more, no relation, got him his first 
part. When he came to America to 
Augustin Daly’s company he met 
Georgie Drew and married her, thus 


I becoming a fixture in the theatre, 
surrounded by the theatrical atmos­ 
phere of a whole family of Drews, 
j 
“But he never liked acting a lot, 
although he was the greatest lead­ 
ing man of his day. He was always 
kidding it—great fellow!” 
It was in the same theatrical at­ 
mosphere that John and Lionel were 
bom. 
"We never wanted to be actors, 
we hated acting,” John avers. “We 
wanted to be artists. Whenever we 
had to go into the theatre we were 
dragged—shrieking—like Cincinna­ 
tus from the plow. We both tried to 
be artists, but found we couldn’t get 
away with it.” 
One of the boys’ favorite recollec­ 
tions of their father sprang from 
his 
undisguised 
horror at 
their 
artistic ambitions. 
"Would you rather be an artist 
and a dub of an actor and feast?” 
he used to ask them. 
Maurice’s desire was ta write, but 
he had become an actor who urged 


hts sons, who wanted to paint, to 
be actors too. 
“Because he was wise,” John ex­ 
plains it cryptically. 
Maurice Barrymore knew person­ 
ally the great American painters 
of his time and knew their in­ 
comes. 
He also knew that John 
and Lionel had no genius for sci­ 
ence, for medicine, for bridge build­ 
ing and the choice was between 
art and acting. 
He advised acting, 
because at least in acting one made 
money. 
Nevertheless, Lionel left a flour­ 
ishing stage career to study art in 
Paris. 
John studied it in London, 
got a cartoonist’s job on a New 
York newspaper and went into act­ 
ing because he was fired. 
Lionel 
like John, returned to the stage to 
make a living. 
Maurice had beeen the first ac­ 
tor in his family, but George Drew 
was of a celebrated line of players 
- Drew was a magic name in the 
theatre. 
If, as is probable, John and Lio­ 
nel, famous sons of a famous fath­ 
er, inherited more of their acting 
talents from their 
mother 
than 
from their father, it is also likely 
that from Maurice Barrymore they 
derived 
their 
view' of acting—es 
“an easy way to make a living.”
